Brighton Beach Race Track, N. Y., July 21. 
— The Championship Special in which Water 
Boy and McChesney weije to have met at 
Brighton tomorrow has been declared off. 
After a very satisfactory trial this morning 
McChesney pulled up lame. An examination 
by Dr. Sheppard showed that the horse had 
bruised the inside quarter of his off foot and 
he was pronounced unfit to race. In view 
of the general Interest taken in the proposed 
contest by the public the association makes 
this announcement at the very earliest mo- 
ment possible.

This dispatch does not seem to indicate 
thal" McChesney is anything more than 
temporarily Incapacitated and with the care- 
ful and skillful attention he is sure to re- 
ceive it may be assumed that his meeting 
with Water Boy is merely postponed. It 
is to be regretted that Brighton Beach 
officials will fall to reap the reward their 
enterprise In this case richly deserved. 



SURPRISES AT HAWTHORNE. 



Not a drop of rain fell at Hawthorne 
yesterday during the heavy downpour In the 
city at noon time, and consequently patrons 
were agreeably surprised to And the track 
in excellent condition. A crowd not quite 
so large as on the preceding day was pre- 
sent and witnessed a good afternoon’s sport. 
The «ard was innocent of any stake race, 
but was well balanced throughout and atoned 
for its mediocre quality by producing sev- 
eral close and exciting Anishes, chleAy that 
of the fourth race, a dash of one mile for 
four-year-olds and upward, in which six 
of the Aeld Aashed over the line in close 
aligmment. Alfred C. was made the favorite 
by the time the post bell had rung, but 
the best he could do was to run third, the 
winner turning up In Cornwall, against 
whose chances as good as 16 to 1 could be 
had. To a good start Frivol, closely attended 
by Alfred C., led until well into the last 
quarter, where four others of the Aeld began 
to move UD, the six being In close order 
opposite the last sixteenth post. From here 
to the line the entire six were under keen 
punishment. Cornwall proved the gamest, 
passing the Judges Arst by a short head In 
front of Frivol, which beat Alfred C. a neck 
for second place. Major Tenny, Rolling 
Boer and Lingo were lapped on Alfred C. 
It was one of the closest and most exciting 
Anishes seen here in a long time. Major 
Tenny was under a hard drive when running 
next to the inside rail in the Anal eighth 
and responded with great grameness. Rolling 
Boer Anished going fast and the same may 
be said of Lingo. 

The most important race of the day from 
a monetary viewpoint was the third, a han- 
dicap purse of $800 for three-year-olds and 
upward, at one and one-eighth miles. The 
talent was much divided in its choice in 
this race. The Conqueror n.. Nitrate and 
Modicum all being generously backed. Nit- 
rate Anally put up one of his best efforts 
and proved to be the best. Modicum led 
by a fair margin until well into the last quar- 
ter. where Nitrate, which had always been 



running along in second position, moved up 
on even terms with him and had him beaten 
when a sixteenth from home, winning easily 
by two lengths from Zazel, which beat Mo- 
dicum one for second place. Zazel made up 
ground fast, running next to the inside rail 
in the last eighth, and catching the tiring 
Modicum In the last hundred yards wore 
him down for second place. The Conqueror 
II. was slightly pocketed opposite the last 
eighth post, but got through in the Anal 
sixteenth and Anished going fast. He was 
wearing down Modicum rapidly in the closing 
strides and would have Anished third in a 
few more strides. Barca Anished with a 
rush and bears watching hereafter. Fran- 
gible Anished well up and is due to win, 
especially over a soft or a muddy track. 

The opening race of the day brought a 
cumbersome Aeld of fourteen to the barrier. 
It was a seven furlongs dash for three-year- 
olds and was taken by Orfeo, the favorite. 
Off well in his stride, he at once assumed 
command and tiptoeing the Aeld all the 
way won as his rider pleased by one and a 
half lengths from Ocean Dream, which An- 
ished nine before Serge for second place. 
Ocean Dream was right there all the way 
and was easily best of the others. Serge 
Anished going fast. He appears to run to his 
best form only on a soft track. 

The second race of the day, a Ave and a 
half furlongs spin for two-year-olds, re- 
sulted in a rattling good Anish between 
Peter Paul and Auditor, in which the latter 
proved the best at the weights. Peter P.aul, 
off Aylng, showed his usual speed In the 
early part of the race, turning Into the last 
quarter a length in the lead. Here, Auditor 
began to gradually close up on him and had 
gotten on even terms with him when a six- 
teenth out. Both horses were under keen 
pressure all through the last hundred yards, 
but In the closing strides Auditor gradually 
drew away, winning by a half length, Peter 
Paul Anishing three before Commodore for 
second place. The latter was fairly well up 
for the last Ave furlongs, but tired palpably 
toward the end. Codex and Nettie Dutchman 
showed some early speed 

The Afth race, a dash of six furlongs for 
three-year-olds and over, resulted In a big 
surprise, the overwhelming Arst choice, L’Et- 
renne, failing to Anish In the Arst three. The 
winner tqrned up in The Giver, the second 
choice, which came with a rush at the end 
and just got up in time to nip Pride of 
Galore, a 100 to 1 shot, the latter beating 
Father Wentker one length for second 
place. Pride of Galore led by a big 
margin until In the Anal sixteenth, where 
she noticeably tired. L’Btrenne ran second 
up to the Anal eighth and then tired rapid- 
ly, allowing Father Wentker to beat her a 
neck on the post for third place. 

The last race, a dash of one and one-six- 
teenth miles for three-year-olds and over, 
went to Sidney C. Love, the favorite. He 
led all the way and had enough left to stall 
off Glassfull’s determined challenge In the 
Anal sixteenth, winning in a drive by a 
half length. Glassfull beat Airtight eight 
lengths for second place. Sidney C. Love 
was at his best and ran a creditable race, 
showing gameness when the pinch came.

Jockey Wonderly, who rode Sidney C. Love 
In the closing race, pulled In towards the rail 
before he was clear of the field while going 
around the first turn, thereby forcing Glass- 
full, which was nearest to him, to take back. 
Practices of this kind should be discouraged. 

The track yesterday, notwithstanding the 
hea\'y rain In the city, was better than at 
any previous time this year. 

The report that McChesney had Injured 
himself in his workout, thereby causing a 
postponement of the meeting of Water Boy 
and the Smathers horse, was heard with 
genuine regret by horsemen at the track. 
The majority were of the opinion that had 
the two great four-year-olds met McChesney 
would have proved the victor. 

The finish in the fourth race was one of 
the best witnessed on a local track. The first 
six horses were abreast like a troop of cav- 
alry in the last sixteenth and In this manner 
they ran until within five yards of the finish- 
ing line, where Cornwall managed to get a 
slight adv’antage, which he retained.

GOLD HEELS IN TRAINING. 

News comes from the Millbrook Stud that 
Gold Heels, the mighty son of The Bard and 
Heel and Toe, will race again. The winner 
of the Suburban Handicap, the Brighton 
Handicap and the Brighton Cup was thought 
to have been retired permanently to the 
stud when Hinde & Baker secured him for 
$5,000 and sent him to their breeding estab- 
lishment at the Forks of Elkhorn. 

Gold Heels is now being trained again, 
and by the method which T. C. McDowell 
found so successful when he prepared the 
speed marvel, Allan-a-Dale, for his victory 
in the Kentucky Derby, the Halma colt hav- 
ing eome on in his four-year-old form to 
set a new American record at a mile over a 
circular track, a feat recently he accomp- 
lished at Washington Park. 

The son of The Bard bowed a tendon In 
the hands of E. J. Arnold & Co. last fall, 
and was thought to be hopelessly broken 
down. Gold Heels was the horse of the 
year when the turf promoter secured him 
as an advertisement for the now defunct E. 
J. Arnold Turf Investment Company, which 
worked the American public for millions. 
When in the hands of “Diamond Jim” Brady 
and Gen. F. C. McLewee, Gold Heels was 
the peer of any horse in the country. His 
victorious sweep had scarcely a parallel 



during the season unless it was that of his 
stable companion. Major Daingerfield, which 
until Hermis flashed across the turf horizon 
In the fall, was considered the champion 
three-year-old of the year. When the part- 
nership was dissolved there was much talk 
created in the turf world and rumors as to 
the trouble between the partners were 
spread. 

The grandson of the mighty Longfellow, 
once in the hands of the turf Investment 
company man, found himself an outlaw. The 
eastern racing associations refused his 
entry to the big stakes, and the Western 
Jockey Club would have been brought face 
to face with the same quest.on but for the 
fact that it became known that Gold Heels 
would probably never race again, and that 
he was peacefully grazing at the Arnold farm 
in Illinois, with little chance of ever agrain 
parading before a grandstand carrying his 
owner’s colors to victory. 

Hinde & Baker secured Gold Heels after 
the Arnold bubble had burst, and he was 
sent to the Bluegrass. The horse was ob- 
tained at a bargain and $15,000 was said to 
have been offered for him by a prominent 
Fayette county breeder, but the offer was 
declined. 

Gold Heels, it is understood, will be pre- 
pared for the $50,000 World’s Fair Handicap 
at St. Louis next season. No attempt, it is 
understood, will be made to race him this 
year. He will be trotted and cantered to 
the sulky and will be given a slow prepara- 
tion, the muscles being allowed to harden 
gradually. There will be no rushing along 
in the spring, but the light work will be 
maintained steadily, and it is thought that | 
the son of The Bard will be ready to start 
for the rich prize which will be run in June 
of next year.— The Thoroughbred Record.
